effect, with the understanding that you 
were not in any way to under take 
to discharge the duties of the office 


"Late yesterday afternoon Mrs. Ty- 


ner came to the office of the assist- 
ant attorney general for the postofflce 
department, entering in the regular 
way, 
went thiough the main office to 


the private office, closing the door be- 
hind her. She then unlocked the door 
entering fiorn the public hall Into the 
private room and admitted her sister, 
Mrs Barrett, whose son was former- 
ly assistant In your office, and whose 
conduct is now under investigation by 
the department She also admitted in 
the same manner, G G Hammei, an 
expert in the employ of the Mosler safe 
company, with whom she had made an 
arrangement to meet her at the depart- 
ment.

•our house to demand, in the name of 
he postmaster general the dellveiy to 
hem of any papers, documents or oth- 
er materials which had been abstracted 
rom the safe This demand was refus- 
ed by Mrs. Tyner, and she likewise re- 
used to permit the inspectors to sec 
lou or to see and examine the papers 
n her presence Mrs Tyner further 
itated to the postofflce inspectors, that 
ihe committed

act with your 


knowledge and by yom direction. Fur- 
her comment on this transaction, on 
my part, is not necessary 


The facts in the case will be eub- 


nitted to the attorney general of the 
United States for such action in the 
>remises as he may deem proper"

ond offer on receiving a statement that 
the first one was scarcely up to the re- 
quirements.

weight. 
The answer to that was 


that it was already up to the limit. 


Mr. Heath then came to Decatur and 


yesterday he and the committee went 
over the conditions of the proposals 
Mr, Heath wanted principally 
that 


some of the details be modified 
The 


big Items were apparently acceptable 
and while there was no agreement on 
that score the impression was that 
the matter will be easily arranged 
and that all of the dlrteience* will be 
satisfactorily adjusted, and that con- 
cessions will be made on both sides 


When Mr. Heath left for his home in 


Indiana hp made the statement that 
he expected to return to Decatur with- 
in a few days, probably the latter 
part of the week, ami that when he 
came back he would be accompanied 
by those 
members of the firm who 


would have authority to speak to the 
local committee. 
He then expressed 


the opinion that everything 
would 


prove satisfactory and that the factory 
would come to this city. 


The local committee has never given

the greatest safeguards and cures for 
Incipient cases. Some British medi- 
cal practitioners have been investiga- 
ting the effect of such a diet on a 
body, and they declare that while ther, 
usually occurs a large and rapid gaii 
in weight, it Is associated in almost 
every case 
"with marked 
improve' 


ment of general health." It Is furthei 
asserted that there is a corresponding 
loss of weight where ordinary diet Is 
resumed. There may be and probably 
is, however, a happy mean where an 
excess of food can be consumed ti 
produce a gain In weight without ser 
ious consequences. It may be addec 
that foiced feeding consists for> the 
most part in quarts of milk and raw 
eggs untold.—Philadelphia Record.

Turkey can mass 
roops in the west in the Monastlr dls- 
Uct and Hie whole 
region thioueh 
which the Mitrovltza. & Salonika Rail- 
way runs. Austria, in the event of the 
precipitation of a general insurrection 
s prepared to guard Bosnia and Her- 
zegonvinia, which were made over to 
her by the Berlin treaty In 1878. Aus- 
tria, with Russia, 
brought on the 


threatening state of aflairs in the Bal- 
kan peninsula by notifying the Sultan 
to reform the disorderly adminlstra- 
tibn of his European provinces, know- 
ng that such demand has often been 
rmtde before and that every time the 
Sultan has made some show of com- 
pliance there has been an Insurrection- 
ary outbreak. In 1877 the powers' de- 
mands precipitated the Russo-Turkisn 
war. If a general insurrection is now 
declared Austria and Russia must bear 
the responsibility of the result, which 
will probably be interference in Tur- 
key and another plucking of Turkey 
or the partition of European Turkey, 
Before this takes place, however, 
is likely that Turkey will give the 
interfering powers the toughest kind 
of fight, for she has a large and ad- 
mirably drilled army of 450,000 men on 
a peace footing. If the concert of Eu- 
rope doesn't want a big war on its 
hands it will hold back Russia and 
Austria, whb started the brigandage 
and practical state of war in the dis- 
tricts of Albania, Monastir and Mace- 
donia, The Mohammedan subjects of 
the Sultan are In arms against the ex- 
ecution of any reforms by their mas- 
ter under the mandate of the powers, 
and are 
incidentally 
slaughtering 


Christian subjects. Great Britain does 
not want another war over the East- 
ern question. She has had enough war, 
and has Just, after much trouble set- 
tled the boundaries of her Aden ter- 
ritory with Turkey by making a show 
of force and her Foreign office jecently 
addressed a note to Austiia and Rus- 
sia giving them a gentle caution not to 
proceed too far in fooling with the 
Turk, so that the peace of Europe may 
be preserved. 
If the Macedonian committee issues 


Its proclamation the "concert of Eu- 
rope" will have to decide quickly what 
It will do. The expenses o£ the insur- 
rection in Macedonia are largely fin- 
anced by the Pan-SIavist revolution- 
ary committees, and the whole Slavic 
poulatlon expect Russia to interfere 
in their behalf as against Turkey, in 
case they are 'pressed closely by the 
Turks. 
Russia has several times in- 


terfered In Turkey on the ground, of 
ethnic affinity with the Slavs, 
This 
was the motive for^her interference 
in 1877-78, which cost her about $700,- 
000,000, while she lost three-fourths of 
the spoils of war she had acquired 
through the Interference of the other 
European powers, who wanted 
some 


of the plunder themselves, and took 


'The Russia consul, Cherbina, who 
was recently shot at Mitrovltza, had 
previously said that if he was shot 
"Turkey's extinction is certain, 
re- 


ferring to probable European interven- 
tion, in View of the critical condition of 
affairs in the Balkan districts The In- 
surgents have taken the consul's dec- 
laration as Indicating sure help from 
fcussla. If the 
general 
Insurrection 


takes place, it will be an easy prey to 
the Turks, if Europe does not interfere! 
for they have no leader worthy of the 
name, and their movements would be 
the erratic movements of a band of 
brigands and a miscellaneous rabble, 
with a sprinkling of orderly troops un- 
der Russian officers. 
"If the "concert of Europe" wants to 


stave off the war, it may do so for a 
time by giving the Turk the alterna- 
tive of playing1 administrative reforms 
or fighting the whole combination and 
courting partition. The Turk submitted 
to the Judgment of the powers in 1878 
and lost some 70,000 square miles of 
terrltoryt and, by submitting to the 
same judgment some years later, he 
saw Crete passing out of his contiol 
to the administration of the powers. 
This process will continue until the 
Turkish power in Europe Is wiped out. 
—Minneapolis Journal.

That man 
was a curiosity. On certain occasions 
he used to have, comparatively speak- 
ing a full church, because tte Introduc- 
ed certain things Into the service that 
amused people. Among other things, 
when he came, In the Psalter for the 
twenty-fourth day, to the tenth verse 
of Psalm cxvl, where, you remember, it 
reads, "I said In my haste, All men 
are liars," he would invariably stop 
and say, "David, If you had lived 
in 


these days you would have said it at 
your leisure." And In the lesson for the 
twenty-first Sunday after Trinity oc- 
curs the passage: 
"At what tlmo ye 


hear the sound of the cornet, flute, harp 
sackbut, psaltery, dulcimer, and 
all 


kinds of muslck, ye shall fall down 
and worship 
the golden Image that 


Nebuchadnezzar the king hath set up." 
This list of instruments Is repeated, 
you recall, three times IK the course of 
the chapter. The first time he would 
read It as It Is written, but the other 
three times he would substitute for it 
the phrase, "The aforesaid gentleman 
with the brass band." 
He had other 


eccentricities that he would indulge In 
on stated occasions. 
These 
things 


came to be known, and on those Sun- 
days the church would be full. 


Once a year there was a collection 


for the choir and he got some one else 
In the pulpit to address his people and 
draw a crowd. After I had been about 
a year and a half In Norwich he asked 
me to preach. 
The feature of that 


church was Its music, The wife of the 
old don had a beautiful voice; they had 
gathered together a good choir. The 
pulpit was a. tiny black oak box, with 
a small desk for the Bible or or ser- 
moes. 
TWa .desk .sloped down. My 


Bible allpped* and I liad to stoop to get 
It. 
In stooping ,1 leaned ^against the 


pulpit door; It spllk open,"und I nearly 
fell out of the pulpit! After I had been 
preaching for a time-I looked down in- 
to the choir, which was in a great 
box pew in front oJ the pulpit, after 
tlie old fashioned way, shut off from 
the congregation by a curtain, and I 
saw one fellow put his arm 
right 


around the waist of the girl next to 
him and draw her head flown to his 
shoulder; and he kept it there; then he 
looked up straight Into my face and 
winked, 
tt broke me all up, 


I walked out of the pulpit, went to 


the rector and said: "Dr. 
, your 


choir members are behaving outrage- 
ously; 1 can not preach until this is 
stopped." 


He walked up to the square pew 


where the choir sat, tore the red baize 
curtain down with a jerk, and exposed 
them, disconcerted and ashamed, to 
the full view of the congregation, and 
then sat down again. I returned to the 
pulpit and went on with my sermon. 


In the midst of it I looked up and 


saw walking up the middle aisle, In 
Solemn procession, a hen with twelve 
or fourteen chickens! When the sexton 
tried to drive them out, he was 
so 


drunk that he fell right on top of the 
hen! The old doctor called out, "Let 
her 
alone, John; 
she is doing no 


harm."

Battle-Scarred Emblem 
of 
Mexican 


War far Mississippi's Statehouse. 
The Department of Archives 
and 


History at Jackson, Miss., is much 
elated over the discovery of a most in- 
teresting relic of the Mexican war in 
the shape .of the historic flag of the 
First Mississippi regiment, commanded 
by Col. Jefferson Davis. This battle- 
scarred emblem of the valor and hero- 
ism of Mississippi's brave sons in the 
Mexican war has been located in Tex- 
as, and the department will make 
every effort to get it for the museum of 
historical relics to be established in the 
new capitol. 


The flag has meen guarded as a sac- 


red thing for the past flfty^seven years 
in the family of George W. Campbell, 
the gallant ensign who bore It on the 
bloody fields where the regiment of 
Colonel Davis saw heroic service. Its 
story Is fraught with with deepest his- 
toric Interest to ,the people of Mississ- 
ippi, especially at this time, when they 
are consummating the deal for Beau- 
voir as an everlasting memorial to 
Jefferson Davis. 


This flag was the flag of the "Tom- 


bigbee Volunteers," a company which 
was organized at Columbus by Alexan- 
der K. McClung in the summer of 1846, 
and its ranks were filled with the youth 
and chivalry of Lowndes and Monroe 
counties. 


On the day. of the departure of this 


company from Columbus the Tombig- 
bee Volunteers assembled at the resi- 
dence of Major Thomas Blewitt for 
the purpose of 
receiving from the 


hands of the fair daughter of this old 
southern home a beautiful silk flag, 
the handiwork, of the ladies of .Colum- 
(bus. The flag, was received by Ensign 
George W. Campbell, who pledged that 
It should be' honored 
and protected 


even unto the sacrifice of life if need 
be, a pledge which was afterward faith- 
fully kept. 
V. t'\ 


After leaving Columbus the com- 


pany rendezvoused at Vicksburg, and 
was mustered Into the service of the 
United States as a part of the famous 
First Mississippi regiment. 
On the 


organization of. the regiment Alexander 
K. McClung Was elected 
lieutenant 


colonel, and W. P. Rddgers of Aber- 
deen, succeeded; hiih as captain of the 
Tombigbee Volunteers. The flag of this 
company became by common consent 
the flag of the,.regiment. 
It was tri- 


umphantly'borne through the war, and 
at the battle of Monterey was twice 
shot from the hands of the brave color 
sergeant, George W. Campbell. 


At Buena Vista it proudly flung its 


folds to the breeze and bid defiance to 
the foe when the line of the First Mis- 
sissippi was ordered to move forward 
at the ravine where the fortunes of the 
day were saved to the American army 
by the brave stand it took. History re- 
cords that the American army was out- 
numbered five to one at Buena Vista, 
and was only saved from defeat by the 
heroic conduct of the First Mississippi. 
Colonel Davis, with one of the United 
States engineers, selected the position 
and formed the regiment in the .shape 
of the inverted V, and when the Mex- 
ican lancers struck the deadly angle 
they melted away like mist. 


At the first meeting of the United 


Confederate Veterans at New Orleans 
this old flag was kept at headquarters 
and received reverential attention. Mrs. 
Davis took the deepest interest In it, 
and sent her kindest regards to the 
noble woman who had so safely guard- 
ed and treasured the sacred emblem. 


On another occasion this old flag 


was used to drape tlie portrait of Mr. 
Davis while a bevy of beautiful girls 
grouped around it and sang the "Bon- 
hie Blue Flag." 
And it was this same 


old flag that draped the bier of the 
hero of the lost cause when he was laid 
to rest at Richmond. 


The flag is now in the possession of 


Mrs. Saritta Tamplet of Brenham, Tex., 
a daughter of Ensign George W. Camp- 
bell of the First Mississippi. 
Mi's. 


Tamplet offers to sell the flag to the 
state of Mississippi to be placed in the 
new

Washington thirteen years ago last No- 
vember there followed congressional ap- 
propriations for exploration, surveys 
and a voluminous report which has kept 
the subject before the world. So today 
In view of the vast development of 
America and the extension of our rail- 
way systems in all directions the 
scheme no longer wears an aspect chi- 
merical or quixotic.
